Rev. 
Kayser's body was found in 
the lot adjoining his home last night. 
He had bled to death from a bullet 
wound -in the- throat, but there -was 
another bullet wound in his shoulder 
and 
window cords 
were wrapped 
about his neck. 
The clergyman was alone in his 
home when he was attacked and in- 
dications are he was fired upon from 
the yard. The home was in disorder 
and there were evidences of a strug- 
gle. 


Rev. 
Kayser, .whose home is in a 
community of Slav steel workers, a 
month ago appealed to the chief of 
police for "permission to carry a re- 
volver, 
alleging that 
threats had 
been made against • his life. Shortly 
after the outbreak of the present war 
the minister is said to have become 
involved in heated arguments on the 
street with sympathizers of the allies. 
He is said to have been threatened 
with violence if he repeated his at- 
tacks on the enemies of Germany, and 
for several weeks thereafter the mem- 
bers of his congregation escorted him 
to and 
from 
his church. Letters 
written to local newspapers were at- 
tributed to him, although not signed. 
Rev. Mr. Kayser was born in Ba- 


varia forty years ago.

The American charge at Port au 
Prince has asked the Haitieri govern- 
ment for an answer to the American 
proposal today.

confirmed the outlines of the plan, and 
it was stated- in yesterday's news dis- 
patches from Port au Prince, and said: 
"We have only one purpose—that is to 
help the Hailien people and prevent 
them from 
being exploited by irre- 
sponsible revolutionists. These are 
not properly revolutions; they are un- 
organized enterprises which involve 
no question or principle, and they are 
ruining the country. While they are 
in progress people are starving in the 
streets of Port au Prince because they 
cannot secure the supplies of food 
which abound in the country."

COTTON IS CONTRABAND. 


The declaration that cotton is con- 


traband of war is not surprising, and 
while this step will be most repug- 
nant to the American people, the best 
authorities on international law are 
agreed that they have an absolute 
right to do so. Cotton has become an 
indispensable material for the manu- 
facture o£ high explosives, as much 
so as.saltpeter, and there is abundant 
precedent 
for declaring gunpowder 


and other forms of explosives and 
their 
component materials 
contra- 


band. Furthermore, our'own govern- 
ment has established a precedent, as 
has been pointed out in these letters. 
Immediately after the Boxer rebellion 
in China, Secretary Hay sent lo the 
American minister, at Peking, an able 
argument setting forth that, 
cotton 


could properly be made contraband. 
This argument was made public and 
will doubtless be the chief reliance 
ot the British foreign office.

ON NEW GAME LAWS 


State Conservation Commission Is- 


sues An Announcement of Inter- 


est to All Sportsmen. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 25.—So many 
changes have been made in the fish 
and. game laws at the session, of the 
legislature just closed the state con- 
servation commission has issued a 
statement 
showing 
the 
change's 
made and with the approach of the 
open season warns all sportsmen, that 
the new regulations will be strictly 
enforced.- 
The season for deer is from NOT. 
11 to Nov. 30 inclusive. 
The deer 
law has been changed so that for the 
coming' season buck deer only can be 
killed. 
Polk county has been added 
to the list of closed counties. 
Muskrat Season Modified. 
The season for muskrat has also 
been 
modified. 
In 
some 
of 
the 
northern counties 
the open season 
has been made longer than for the 
counties in the southern part of the 
state because of severer 
climate. 
The waters in the northern counties 
freeze more quickly and thaw out 
later; consequently, if trappers were 
not given an opportunity to begin 
their fall trapping until the time set 
for those in the southern part of the 
state they would not have as good an 
opportunity nor as long a season. As 
the law prohibits the setting of traps 
in their houses it would be practical- 
ly impossible to catch any muskrats 
after 
the lakes and streams 
had 
frozen over. 
The season for these 
animals a year ago opened on Oct. 
15, in all counties, but as the fur is 
not prime at such an early date and 
many of the animals are only half 
grown, it was deemed advisable to 
have the season open a. month later 
in the southern counties and fifteen 
days later in the northern counties. 
The provision? for trapping musk- 
rats on the Mississippi river or the 
sloughs connected therewith remain 
the same as the previous season. 
Raccoon hunters must beware of 
the time when they pursue their fa- 
vorite animal. Instead of from Oct. 
1 to Jan. 1, the season is now from 
Nov. 
1 to Feb. 1, except in Washing- 
ion and Ozaukee counties, where the 
season has been 
limited to thirty 
days beginning Nov. 15 and closing 
Dec. 
15. 


Skunk has also been given consid- 
eration in - the counties of Washing- 
ton and Ozaukee, the open season be- 
ing from Oct. 10 to Feb. 1, but in all 
other counties no regulations exist, 
and there is no closed season. 


Protect Grey Fox. 
The law on 
grey fox and black 
squirrels has also been modified in 
that in certain counties a limit of the 
number that may be taken has been 
provided and in other counties the 
season has bepn closed indefinitely. 
The same can be said of rabbits ex- 
cept, that there are no counties in 
which they may not be hunted at 
some time of the year, although in 
some a bag limit has been provided. 
The partridge or ruffled grouse are 
given a uniform season in all of the 
counties from Sept. 7 to Oct. 31. Ten 
may 
be 
taken each day except in 
Washington and Ozaukee counties, 
where a limit, of two each day is pro- 
vided. 
Prairie 
chicken, 
pinnated 
grouse a.nd sharp-tailed grouse may 
be hunted from Sept. 7 to Sept. 30, 
with a limit of five each day, except 
in Waukesha county where the sea- 
son closes on Sept. 15 arid in Vernon 
and Chippewa counties the season 
closes Nov. 30. 
Wild 
duck, 
including 
American 
noot and mud hen, may be hunted 
from Sept. 7 to Nov. • 30. The. state 
law conforms with the federal law In 
every respect even to 
prohibiting 
hunting before sunrise and after sun- 
set. 
Wood duck and woodcock are 
the exceptions to the above state- 
ment, these 
birds having no open 
season. It has been found necessary 
to provide a closed season for a num- 
ber of years or permit the extermina- 
tion of these two varieties. 
As many of the huntsmen so to 


and from their hunting grounds in 
autos, attention is called to a new 
law which prohibits hunting or kill- 
ing of any wild bird from an automo- 
bile, motorcycle or other vehicle. ••• 


Few Fish Law Changes. 
In tie laws pertaining to game fish 
fewer changes were made than for 
game birds and animals. The gener- 
al open season has been set for May 
39, instead of May 30. There are sev- 
eral special provisions 
for certain 
waters. 
The legal length 
of trout, 
that may be kept has Seen changed 
from six inches to seven inches and 
the season in the counties of Doug- 
las, Bayfleld, Iron and Ashland has 
been made to open fifteen days later 
than formerly and in the counties of 
Sheboygan, Fond du Lac and Manito- 
woc to close one month earlier. The 
length of pike has been changed from 
12 to 13 inches and pickerel from 12 
to 16 inches. The weight of muskel- 
lunge has been changed from 8 to 6 
pounds in the round, while the length 
of black bass remains 10 inches as 
before. -Several lakes ia Forest coun- 
ty have been closed against fishing 
for pickerel for the purpose of giv- 
ing them -a chance to re-stock. 
The sturgeon and the spawn and 
the fry thereof have been favored by 
a closed season. These fish were in 
danger of being exterminated so a 
closed 
season throughout the year 
was necessary, but a few years ago 
they were considered worthless, exr 
cept for fertilizer, but today com- 
mand almost as high a price as other 
rough- fish. The 
sturgeon 
roe 
or 
caviar 
is 
highly prized and conse- 
quently great effort 
and ingenious 
contrivances are made to capture the 
flsh. A. fair sized one has a market 
value of from $20 to $75.

the 
state. 


Warnings . of 
approaching cold 
"snaps" which'may'injure crops will 
be sent to local distributors at thirty 
points in -the southern 
and central 
.part of .Wisconsin by the office of \>e 
weather bureau of the United States 
department of agriculture stationed at 
the University of Wisconsin. 
These advanced forecasts will be 
based upon information received from 
the entire country. Data will be de- 
termined by reference to the -carefully 
prepared' weather maps which show 
disturbances . advancing across 
the 
plains from the west'or northwest one 
or two days before their arrival in the 
upper Mississippi valley. 
' 


Notices will be sent to the. various 
stations as soon as there Is danger-of 
frost even in low places. It will there- 
fore Ibe important for the farmer to 
get the exact wording of the messages 
from day to day, since frost often oc- 
curs in low land from a week to two 
weeks before vegetation 
on higher 
levels is affected.

Niemen 
River,

Great Britain and France Have Plan 


for Healing All Commercial Dif- 


ference* .With United 


States. 


[SPECIAL -TO THE GAZETTE] 


Washington, Aug. 24.—Details of a 
plan whereby Great Britain and France 
hope to heal all commercial differences 
with the United States over the block- 
ade of neutral -European ports have 
been made known here. 


Through the operation of this plan 
the allies expect to make a market for 
the entire cotton crop this year, and in 
addition they will attempt to purchase 
all quantities of wheat, corn and pack- 
ing house products which are available 
for export. 


The allies contemplate floating loans 
in this country during the 
ensuing 
year which will approximate $1,000,- 
000,000. 
The 
arrangements for the 
handling of these loans are being com- 
pleted by J. P. Morgan & Co. of New 
York. They are the result of a series 
of conferences between Mr. 
Morgan 
and the British ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice. 


The money which is raised in this 
country will not be sent to Europe, 
but will be placed in the hands of the 
New-York bankers for the purchase 
of.supplies. 
These supplies will con- 
sist largely of cotton, grain and pack- 
ing house products. The purchase of 
•\yar materials and munitions will con- 
tinue to be made by the Morgan firm, 
but through these new loans it is ex- 
pected the healing of the blockade 
differences will result. 
Under the new plan Great Britain 
and France will store much of the 
cotton in this country, drawing upon it 
from time to time as they need it. Also 
they will- act as cotton, distributors to 
the'remainder, of Europe. 
By this arrangement they will not 


have to sieze American cargoes bound

Ever since the receipt of the British 
notes in answer to the American pro- 
test against the neutral blockade, ef- 
forts have been made to reach an 
agreement over the future conduct of 
the blockade. The British and French 
ambassadors have conferred frequent- 
ly on the situation and in turn have 
consulted Secretary of State Lansing. 
The protests of 
this 
government 


against the allies' blockade, have wor- 
ried British and French diplomats, and 
this accounts for the eagerness to re- 
move all .friction. The allies' new plan 
may or may not meet with the appro- 
val of the government. 
Unless American exporters are able 
to obtain prices from the allies equal ' 
to those they would obtain if they' 
were free to sell their goods in neutral 
countries the United States probably 
will block the scheme to float a billion 
dollar loan and corner the export mar- 
ket in wheat, cotton and packing house 
products. 


If Great Britain plans to play the 
middle man for its own financial bene- 
fit the United States will object strenu- 
ously. If, on the other hand, Great 
Britain enters into the arrangement as 
a selling agent, in so far as the neu- 
tral countries are concerned,, his gov- 
ernment may countenance the arrange- 
ment.
